Herding ia here (lie is out of tie country ) he himself usually g o&s over 
tlie paper and gives it an okay. Is his absence, Gordon Kno)^ had several 
interested people check the capers and it was not possible to get them 
cleared until very late in the afternoon and then only because of our 
urging since we had to meet the deadline, state at that time was working 
on a press conference scheduled for today by Mr. Berber and it always has 
a backlog of speeches and papers by the Defense Department and oti er 
Government departments that are being worked an. 

'j. In the case of the Director's mini scripts,, there is no question 
of getting intaediate action, la the case of ftnaubordinate official , there 
is always a question. 

4. Dr. Guthe's Speech brings up another point. Besides the fact of 
his delivery of the manuscript to me on 10 lav-ember 1959 two days before 
he is to deliver it in Bloomington, India; a, he went into problems of Bed 
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China, Asia, and Southeast Asia particularly, with some reference to Sino- 
Sovlet Bloc activities iu the Caribbean area. Until I saw the muuacript, 

I had no idea of w!at Dr. Guthe was cover ! ng in nis speech. It sight be 
that in the future, CIA personnel deliver!;^ outside speeches should discuss 
with this office well in advance the subject they intend to cover. In Dr. 
Guthe* s case, It. would have been ay recoraaendatiou that he restrict, himself 
to the Agency's training methods and needs in Asian languages and other 
training activities that would help recruiting. He does include some of 
this data in his speech but it is secondary to the political situation. 

j. ihe completed manuscript also should be presented earlier than 4. 
hours before the hour of delivery. In the Guthe sanuseript, the itate 
Departiaent made extensive cuts. 

HSCOMMEWmTlOHS: 

(1) That Hr. Dulles at a Deputies' Ejecting state that when CIA people 
are to oake outside public statements they will discuss with his office when 
they start working on their manuscript the subject they wish to discuss. 

(2) Since State Department and USIA are interested iu all public 
statements by Government officials, that 3 copies of such statements be 
furnished this office 7 days in advance of the speaking date if possible, 

and in no case less than 5 days in advance. (Two copies will be for State 
and one for our files.)
